Commission to Create a Million 


More Garden*. 


When the school and home garden- 


ing movements started in. the United j 
States a score of years ago few per- 
sons foresaw that some day this minia- 
ture farming of urban lots might prove 
of great economic benefit to the entire 
population. Up. to the present the 
movement has been fostered as a so- 
cial service—to; give boys and girls 
habits of Industry and to afford to 
dwellers In congested districts enjoy- 
able, healthful and profitable occupa- 
tion In their leisure, with incidental 
aid in beautifying' cities and towns,-by 
cleaning up-the-back yards and vacant 
lots.-

The present food' crisis, which may 


become more acute In the event of a 
serious war, seems to have brought 
the day in which/the idle lands within 
American municipalities are likely to 
become an important source of food 
supply. So seriously is the matter re- 
garded, that a ntimber of well known 
educators and philanthropists have or- 
ganized hi Washington the national 
emergency food garden commission; 
devoted to the purpose of putting 1,- 
000,000 'men, women and children on 
city and town gardens this spring to 
raise vegetables for their families. 


Charles Lathrop Pack, president of 


the American Forestry association, is 
the originator of the movement and 
the head of it. "With him are associa- 
ted among others Dr. Charles W. Eliot 
of Cambridge, Mass.; John Grier Hib- 
ben, president of Princeton university; 
Carl Vroomaa, assistant secretary of j 
Agriculture; .Capt J. B. White, mem- 
ber of the United States shipping 
board; Albert W. Shaw, editor of Sys- 
tem magazine; Emerson McMilliu of 
New York, John Hays Hammond of 
New York, Fairfax Harrison of Vir- 
ginia, Luther Burbank of California 
and HOE. James Wilson, former sec- 
retary of agriculture. 


The plan adopted by the commission 


is first to create garden volunteers by 
making the dweller* in cities and 
towns realize the danger In the food 
situation this year and then to give 
these volunteers daily instruction in 
gardening from the sprouting of seeds 
in hotbeds to the harvesting of the ripe 
crops. 


The ambition of the commission, to 


create 1,000,000 new gardeners is con- 
servative. The bureau of education es- 
timates that there are 6,000,000 school 
children capable of cultivating garden 
yards, wM!e within our cities and 
towns there Is probably an equal num- 
ber of adults who nave the leisure for 
such work.

It fol- 
lows the plan of the strawberry in 
sending out runners and starting new 
growths at the end of the stem. The 
strawberry, however, has the earth to 
establish its new growths. 
This in- 


door plant sends out the runners grop- 
ing for earth where there Is none. It's 
called the saxifrage. 


It is a favorite plant for hanging bas- 


kets. A small tuft of leaves develops 
at the end of each vine. From this 
tuft other runners are sent out, and 
these in turn develop more tufts. By 
this method the saxifrage keeps on ex- 
panding until the basket is covered 
with a network of Tines and a blanket 
of leaves. 


The leaves, shaped like those of the 


geranium, are a reddish olive color, 
veined in white. It requires ordinary 
soil and a moderate amount of water 
and shade.—Philadelphia North Amer- 
ican. 


Real Democracy. 


Before Denmark consented to sell 


the Danish West Indies to the United 
States a plebiscite was held, and the 
electorate voted upon the question. 
The people of the United States, how- 
ever, were never consulted as to wheth- 
er they desired to make the purchase. 


The people of England vote directly 


on national questions whenever parlia- 
ment is dissolved, and the government 
"goes to the country" on nearly every 
matter of really vital import 


Many Americans fondly imagine that 


the United States Is the only real de- 
mocracy in. the world. As a matter of 
fact, in Switzerland, Australia ^and 
New Zealand government is more di- 
rectly responsible to the people than in 
the United States; Canada's govern- 
ment is at least equally representative 
as ours, while England, although nomi- 
nally a constitutional monarchy, prob- 
ably is more democratic than the Unit- 
ed States.—St. Paul Dispatch.
